During the first semester, if you took a walk down to room 728, you would find a class of thirteen, made up of juniors 
and seniors. This class, cadet teaching, or "exploratory" teaching as Mrs. Fales prefers, allows the students to explore the 
field of teaching. 

Fales' exploratory teaching class gave students the opportunity to see if they had what it took to become teachers. In 
the classroom, Fales taught the students how to create bulletin boards, had them read and report on educational issues, 
and had them give demonstration speeches to develop speaking skills and poise. They also took field trips to see Assis- 
tant Superintendent Ned Speicher, visit the Woodview Computer Lab, and see the Gifted and Talented Educational 
Program (GATE) at Woodview. 

In order to fully understand what it would be like to be a teacher, each student was paired with a teacher in the grade 
of her choice at Woodview or NorthWood Middle School. 

Fales said the "hands-on experience" was a good way for students to find out what grade they would like to teach.

The Elkhart Area Career Center and Interdisciplinary Cooperative Education (ICE) 
give students the oppurtunity to learn and gain experience away from NorthWood High 
School. ICE has twenty students enrolled in the program. The students can earn one 
credit for their classroom work and two credits for their job performance according to 
instructor Mr. Alan Burt. 

In ICE, students work for the full year, gaining experience in the work world as well 
as earning money. There is a variety of fields in which the students work: secretarial, 
retail, drafting, factory, day care, and resident care. 

ICE prepares students for either college or entrance into the job market. Students who 
do not enter college often become full time employees at their current places of employ- 
ment, Burt said. 

At the Elkhart Area Career Center, students have the oppurtunity to take calsses that 
specialize in the career field they want to enter. Classes such as child care, resident care, 
auto mechanics, law, and architectual design are offered at the Career Center. Students 
come to NorthWood for half of the day, and they spend the other half day at the Career 
Center.

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^yhe twenty-sixth edition of the NorthWood High School Logue was printed by Jostens Yearbook Company in 
Clarksville, Tennessee. There were six hundred and forty books printed, including 415 with names stamped in gold 
foil. There were two hundred and twenty-four pages, including one eight page tip-in and two hundred and sixteen 
regular pages. The cover colors were Forest 492 and Smoke 491. The cover was embossed with gold foil and a green 
silkscreen. The cover also had a Spanish grain. The binder's board was 151) pt., sewn and rounded. One hundred 
pound enamel paper was used throughout the book. The body copies used in the book were: Academics, Palatino 10 
pt.; Ads, Palatino 10 pt.; Organizations, Helvetica 10 pt.; People, Courier 10 pt.; Seniors, New Century Schoolbook 10 
pt.; Sports, Times 10 pt.; and Student Life, Bookman 10 pt. Spot colors tempo 349 and 873 were used in the first flat of 
the student life section. The theme of the 1995 Logue. "Breaking New Ground", was chosen to go along with the 
construction that took place during the course of the year. In addition, this was the first year that the yearbook was
